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Claims 6-14 are directed to a cutter assembly having a valve with a valve body for engaging a spigot. The valve body 
includes a valve closure. The elongate cutter has an actuation means to provide axial movement of the cutter and the 
actuation means and/or the cutter body is adapted to move the cutter body to cut a membrane independently of the 
operation of the valve closure.
